THE STATE LEGISLATURE IS NOW CONSIDERING BILL 
$-3166 WHICH WILL DESTROY THE CONCEPT OF SELF

The bill will- 


1) Establish a Chancellor of Newark’s schools, with the sole 
power to hire, fire, and transfer ALL employees! i.e., teach- 
ers, administrators, aides, clerks, custodians, etc. 


2) Impose the position of Auditor General, who will control all 
Newark school monies. The Auditor General will be directly 
responsible to the State Commissioner of Education, not to the 
chiera of Newark and will serve at the expense of the citizens 
of Newark. 


3) Remove job security from many Newark Board of Education 
employees.
